German  planes,  believed  to  include 
a new  type  of  fighter-bomber,  bombed  and  machine- 
gunned  twenty  towns  today,  httting  a school,  churches,  houses, 
stores  and  a restaurant,  killing  a number  of  persons  and  injuring 
many  others. 

It  was  a raid  earned  out  in  the  latest  German  fashion— the 
biggest  buildings  in  sight  were  made  the  targets  as  they  eame 
within  view  of  the  speeding  planes.  Despite  the  wide  area  cov- 
ered. the  enemy  force  was  believed  not  to  have  exceeded  ten 
planes,  three  of  which  were  destroyed.
